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HOW XO APPLY. 


The best way is to shake “Black Death” on the vines dry (never mix with water early) in 
the morning when damp with the dew or otherwise, and never when the plants are dry. Apply 
it with a “World’s Best” Sifter, which can be obtained at a small expense of dealers handling 
“Black Death/’ or it can be put on with a small Burlap, or other sack made of any moderately 
coarse cloth. In this way the material is not unnecessarily wasted. Be on the lookout for the 
appearance of the bugs early, when a few pounds will do the work of a much larger quantity 
later. One application will often exterminate all the bugs for the entire season, but sometimes 
two applications may be necessary. 

For potatoes we recommend to be used on the buggy portions from io to 15 pounds per 
acre, but if 20 to 30 pounds be applied all over it will be returned in an increased crop. 

Let every potato grower, every cabbage grower, every farmer, every market gardener, 
every grower or roses and flowers give “Black Death” a fair trial.

cabbage, or any other vegetables cannot be obtained, no mat¬ 
ter how good your soil and seed may be, or how favorable the 
weather, or how much care and labor you expend on them, un¬ 
less the vines and leaves are kept vigorous and healthy. Such 
a condition cannot be kept up unless all insects or bugs are de¬ 
stroyed as fast as they appear.

Is the greatest enemy the potato grower has. He has a good 
mouth with upper and under jaws, and eats the leaves with a 
relish.
